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PREFACE 

This pamphlet was originally issued by the National Wholesale 
Grocers* Association of the United States in 1907. Since that date 
many changes have been made in the food laws, both state and 
national, and it has been found desirable to issue a second edition 
based substantially on the same plan and including amendments 9f 
the statutes to date. 



The primary purpose of this brief pamphlet is to point out tile 
provisions of the statutes both state and national. It does not incluae, 
therefore, the rules and regulations issued by the food control officers 
under the various state statutes; the statutes only are given. All of the 
general provisions of the national regulations and rulings of interest, 
however, are fully indicated. 

All the provisions of the national statute that are of material interest 
to the trade are given in full. . > 

In the interest of brevity only those provisions of the state statutes 
that materially differ from or are in addition to the provisions of the 
national statute are mentioned; for example^ in Connecticut, under 
"Adulteration", the pamphlet reads: -'Provisions follow the national 
statute but omit the clause as to external preservatives." This in- 
dicates that the Connecticut law as to adulteration is practically the 
same as the national statute with the exception of the omission of the 
clause as to external preservatives. To facilitate comparison, the prQ- 
visions of the national statute relating to adulteration, misbranding -^d 
guaranty are quoted in full and in black type. Where the state statute 
contains provisions that are in addition to those of the national statute 
it should be observed that such provisions conform, in many cases, to 
the rules and , regulations issued under the national statute and, there- 
fore, in such cases, there is no actual difference between the state and 
national requirements. Under the heading "Special Food Statutes" 
provisions relating to particular food products are given; most of these 
provisions mentioned are found in special statutes but some are con- 
tained in the general food laws. 



In many of the states there are so-called dairy laws regulating the 
sale of milk, butter and cheese and imitations thereof, including reno- 
vated butter, process butter and oleomargarine. The existence of such 
laws is indicated in this pamphlet by the general term "dairy products." 

In addition to those mentioned in this pamphlet there are statutes 
in many of the states that relate to subjects of more or less interest 
to members of the Association, such as feeding stuffs, commercial 
fertilizers, poultry tonics, meat, meat products, wines, liquors, agri- 
cultural seed, agricultural lime, fungicides, insecticides, trading stamps. 



coupons and premiums, etc. The national statutes and rulings relating^ 
to meat, meat products, wines and liquor were not deemed of sufficient 
interest to members of the Association to include in this brief synopsis. 

Attention should also be called to a statute which appears in a 
large majority of states prohibiting the use of the United States flagr 
or the state flag for advertising or commercial purposes. Practically 
all of the statutes on this subject are so worded that they would prohibit 
the use of such flags or any representation thereof on labels. The 
statutes of the following states relate to the use of the. United States flag^ 
only: Arizona, California, Delaware, Indiana, Kansas, Maryland, Mis- 
souri, Montana, New Jersey, New Mexico, North Dakota, Oregon, Rhode 
Island, Utah, Vermont, Washington and Wisconsin. 

The statutes of the following states relate to both the United 
States and the state flags: Alabama, Colorado, Connecticut, Idaho, 
Illinois, Iowa, Louisiana, Maine, Massachusetts, Michigan, Minnesota, 
Nebraska, Nevada, New Hampshire, New York, Ohio, Pennsylvania, 
West Virginia and Wyoming. 

The Texas statute relates to the state flag only. 

The annual pamphlets of the Association, entitled "New Laws," 
give details of many of the statutes covered by this pamphlet. Further 
particulars will be furnished to any member of the National Wholesale 
Grocers' Association, by counsel, upon request. 

It has been a long and laborious occupation to read, digest and 
summarize, not only the federal food laws and rulings, but also the 
food statutes of forty-eight states with their numerous and frequent 
amendatory acts. Counsel desire to acknowledge that the credit for 
this painstaking work of compilation is largely due to A. S. Rockwood, 
A. C. Spencer and £. L. McCalmont, of counsel's staff. 

This synopsis of food laws was prepared for the use of members 
of the National Wholesale Grocers' Association of the United States in 
the hope that a work of this character for quick reference would be 
valuable in ascertaining the many and various legal requirements on 
food subjects in the several states.

National Food Law 



Act of Congress, June 30, 1906, as amended, generally 
known as the Food and Drugs Act, is enforced by the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, Washington, D. C. 

GENERAL PROVISIONS OF STATUTE, REGULATIONS, 

AND RULINGS. 

Adulteratioil*^-TPre8eryatives— colors. — The following in black type, 
indicates the general provisions of the national statute. Food is deemed 
adulterated in the following cases: 

"In the case of C4mfectioner7: 

"If it contain torm alba, barytes* talc, chrome yellow, or other 
mineral substance or poistmoas color or flaTor, or other insredient drte- 
terious or detrimental to health, or any Tlnous, malt, or spiritnons 
liquor or compound or narcotic drug, 

"In the case of food: 

"First. If any substance has been mixed and packed with it so as 
to reduce or lower or injuriously alfect its quality or strength. 

"Second. If any substance has been substituted wholly or in part 
for the article. 



"Third. If any valuable constltutent of the article has been wholly 
or in part abstracted. 

"Fourth. If it be mixed, colored, powdered, coated, or stained in 
a manner whereby damage or inferiority Is concealed. 

"Fifth. If it contain any added poisonous or other added deleterious 
ingredient which may render such article injurious to hecdth: Provided, 
That when in the preparation of food products for shipment they are 
preserved by any extenial application applied in such manner that the 
preservative is necessarily removed mechanically, or by maceration In 
water, or otherwise, and directions for the removal of said preservative 
shall be printed on the covering or the package, the provisions of this 
Act shall be construed as applying only when said products are ready for 
consumption. 

"Sixth. * If it consists in whole or in part of a filthy, decomposed, mr 
putrid animal or vegetable substance, or any portion of an animal unfit 
for food, whether manufactured or not, or if it is the product of a diseased 
animal, or one that has died otherwise than by slaughter."

Substances Mixed With Foods. — ^The regulations provide that, "No 
substance may be mixed or packed with a food product which will 
reduce or lower its quality or strength." It is intended to prohibit the 
sale of a food product whose quality or strength has been lowered by 
the admixture of another substance where the label bears the name of 
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such food product, but does not disclose the presence of the substance 
mixed or packed therewith. 

For example: Coffee that has chicory added to it, could not be sold 
under the name "coffee" without qualification. The presence of the 
chicory must appear on the label. Pepper, to which has been added 
some article such as ground cereal, could not be sold under the name 
"pepper," but could be sold under the nfanic "P^pp^r and Cereal." 

Substitution of Ingredients. — ^When a substance of a recog^nized quality 
commonly used in the preparation of a food is replaced by another sub- 
stance not injurious or deleterious to health, the name of the substi- 
tuted substance shall appear upon the label. For example: Where sugar 
is a recognized ingredient of a certain food product and glucose is sub- 
stituted therefor, the product would be deemed adulterated unless the 
label indicated the use of glucose. 

Abstracting Ingredients. — If any valuable constitutent of a food product 
has been abstracted the label must so indicate. For example: Cloves, 
from which the oil has been abstracted, cannot be sold under the name 
"cloves" but must be nanied ^& as'to indicate thd facts, as "Gloves with 

oil abstracted." . ,

Canned Foods — Water, Brine, etc. — Canned foods are deemed adulterated, 
if found to contain water, brine, syrup, sauce or similar substances in 
excess of the amount necessary for their proper preparation and sterili- 
zation. 

External Preservatives. — Poisonous or deleterious preservatives shall 
only be applied externally, and they and the food products sihall be of 
a character which shall not permit the permeation of any of the pre- 
servative to the interior or any portion of the interior of the product. 
When these products are ready for consumption, if any portion of the 
added preservative shall have penetrated the food product, then the 
proviso of paragraph "Fifth" quoted above shall not obtain, and such 
food products shall then be subject to the regulations for food products 
in general. The preservative applied must be of such a character that, 
until removed, the food products are inedible. 

Common Preservatives. — Common salt, sugar, wood smoke, potable dis- 
tilled liquors, vinegar and condiments may be used. Pending further 
investigation, saltpetre is allowed. Sugar cannot be used in canned 
goods if used for a fraudulent purpose. Thus, Indian corn which is not 
sweet and to which sugar has been added, cannot be sold as sweet corn 
unless the label indicates the addition of sugar. 

Agar-agar.— May be used in food if properly purified. 

Alum. — The Referee Board of Consulting Scientific Experts rendered 
an opinion that when aluminum compounds are mixed or packed with a 
food, the quality or strength of the food is not thereby reduced, lowered, 
or injuriously affected. Such compounds when added to foods in the 
form of baking powders in small quantities, i. e., where the ordinary 
consumption of aluminum baking powders furnishes up to 150 milligrams 
(2.31 grains) of aluminum daily, do not contribute any poisonous or 
other delterious effect which may render the food injurious to health. 
The Board further held that alum baking powders are no more harmful 
than any other baking powders. 
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Arsenic and Lcad.-^Prohibi.ted, whether added intentionally or introduced 
through the use of ^mpure raw materials or from apparatus or utensils 
employed in the process of manufacture. 

Benzoate of soda.— May be used provided container is plainly labeled 
to show its presence and amoimt. 

Ergot — Flour and cereal food products cpntaining more than 1-10 of 
1 per cent are deemed adulterated. 

SacchieuitL— Use of, in food products prohibited. 

Sulphur Dioxidj^Ordinary quantities may be used in foods if plainly 
stated on label. An abnormal quantity, used. in food for the purpose of 
marketing an excessive moisture* content is prohibited. 

Tartaric Acid. — May be used in jelly if not used to conceal inferiority 
and its presence is declared on the label in type not smaller than 8-point 
(brevier) caps. If the acid contain lead which is sometimes introduced 
in the course of manufacture, its use would .not be proper. 

Tin — Salts of. — ^Unlawful to sell canned foods which contain salts of tin 
derived from the solvent action of the contents on the tm coating ex- 
cept where* there is less than 300 milligrams of tin per kilogram^ or salts 
of tin equivalent thereto. 

Turmeric. — May be used in prepared mustard if its presence is declared 
on the label and provided it does not conceal damage or inferiority which 
might arise from the use of cheap filler or other cause. 

Colors and Flavors.—- Coloring and flavoring cannot be used for increasing 
the weight or bulk of a food mixture, nor in a manner whereby damage 
or inferiority is concealed. 

In order that colors or flavors may not increase the volume or 
weight of a blend, they are not to be used in quantities exceeding one 
pound to 800 pounds of the mixture. 

A color or flavor cannot be employed to imitate any natural product 
or any other product of recognized name and quality. 

All mineral and coal tar dyes except the following certified coal tar 
dyes are prohibited: Red shades: 107 Amaranth, 56 Ponceau 3 R, 517 
Erythrosin. Orange shade: 85 Orange I. Yellow shade: 4 Naphthol 
yellow S. Green shade: 435 light green S. F. Yellowish. Blue shade: 
692 Indigo disulfoacid. These colors shall not contain any contamina- 
tion due to imperfect or incomplete manufacture. 

If vegetable colors contain excessive quantities of arsenic, heavy 
metals and contaminations due to imperfect or incomplete manufacture, 
they should not be used. 

Copper Salts. — Prohibited in the greening of foods. 

Denaturing. — Shipments pf substances ordinarily used as food products 
intended for technical purposes should be accompanied by a declaration 
stating that fact. Such products should be denatured before entry, 
and in the case of domestic products, before shipment interstate. Dena- 
turing of imported products may be allowed under customs supervision 
with the consent of the Secretary of the Treasury, or the Secretary of 
the Treasury may release the products without denaturing, under such 
conditions as may preclude the possibility of their use as food products. 
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Misbranding.— The following, in black type, indicates the general 
provisions of the national statute. Food is deemed misbranded:

Articles without labels. — It is prohibited to sell or offer for sale a food 
product bearing no label upon the package or no descriptive matter 
whatever connected with it, either by design, device or otherwise, if the 
product be an imitation of or offered for sale under the name of another 
article. 

Name of product. — ^A simple or unmixed food not bearing a distinctive 
name should be designated by its common name in the English language. 
No further description of the components or qualities is required, ex- 
cept as to the content of certain drugs specified in the statute. 

An article containing more than one food product is misbranded 
if named after a single constitutent. For example: Syrup consisting of 
a mixture of maple and cane syrups cannot be labeled "Maple Syrup." 
The label must indicate the facts, as "Syrup made from M4ple and Cane 
Sugar" or "Maple and Cane Syrup." Where one ingredient is present 
in a greater quantity than the other, its name should be given greater 
prominence on the label, and should be stated first. An ingredient 
should not appear as part of the name unless present in a substantial 
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quantity. Thus, if only a small quantity of maple syrup is added to 
give a maple flavor the label should read "Cane Syrup, Maple Flavor'' 
or "Cane Syrup Flavored with Maple." Such a product, however, may 
be sold under a distinctive name. 

A "distinctive name" is a trade, arbitrary or fancy name that 
clearly distinguishes a food product, mixture or compound from any 
other food product, mixture or compound. It shall not be one rep- 
resenting any single constituent of a mixture or compound nor misrep- 
resenting any property or quality thereof, nor shall it give any false 
indication of origin, character, or place of manufacture, nor lead the 
purchaser to suppose that it is any other food product. The Government 
is inclined to the view that a mixture or compound sold under a dis- 
tinctive name must be branded with the place of manufacture. 

According to a recent announcement, the Bureau of Chemistry con- 
siders it a misbranding under the statute to use coined or fancy names 
in labeling common articles of food which are recognized by other well 
known names. 

When a proper name other than that of the manufacturer is placed 
upon a label, it must not be used in the possessive. For instance, 
"Gaston's Olive Oil." On the other hand, the word "Gaston" might 
be used in a manner that would indicate that it represented a brand 
and not a manufacturer, as "Gaston Olive Oil" or "Olive Oil, Gaston 
Brand." In such case, however, neither given name nor initials should 
be employed. The word "Gaston" should be in the same type as "Olive 
Oil" and in equal prominence. The phrase "Olive Oil, Charles Gaston 
Brand" (containing the given name "Charles") may be used provided 
the name of the actual manufacturer also appears on the label so as 
to avoid any false indication of the actual manufacturer. 

The use of a geographical name will not be permitted in connec- 
tion with a food product not manufactured or produced in that place^ 
when such name indicates that the article was manufactured or pro- 
duced in that place. Such a name may be used, however, when by rea- 
son of long usage it has come to represent a generic term and is used 
to indicate a style, type, or brand; but in all such cases the state or 
territory where any such article is manufactured or produced shall be 
stated upon the principal label. 

A foreign name which is recognized as distinctive of a product of 
a foreign country, shall not be used upon an article of domestic origin 
except as an indication of the type or style of quality or manufacture, 
and then only when so qualified that it cannot be offered for sale under 
the name of a foreign article. 

Name of Manufacturer or Distributor. — When name of the manufacturer 
or distributor is given, it should be placed on the principal label. The 

words "packed for " "distributed by " or some 

equivalent phrase, should be added to the label in case the name which 
appears thereon is not that of the actual manufacturer or producer. "Sold 
by" is not satisfactory. Type not smaller than 8-point (brevier) caps 
should be used. 

Statement of Ingredients. — (See sub-heading "Substitution of Ingredi- 
ents," under "Adulteration.") 
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Artificially Colored. — Upon the principal label, in conjunction with 
the name of the substance, such phrases as "artificially colored," 
"colored with turmeric," or any other such descriptive phrases neces- 
sary to be announced should be conspicuously displayed. 

Size of Type. — ^The size of the type used to declare the information 
required by the act shall hot be smaller than 8-point (brevier) capitals: 
Provided, That in case the size of the package will not permit the 
use of 8 point type, the size of the type may be reduced proportionately. 
The use of 8-point type wottld not be proper when other matter printed 
in much larger type or type of a different color renders the statement in 
8-point type inconspicuous. 

Pictorial and Descriptive Matter. — Descriptive matter upon the label 
si: all be free from any statement, design, or device regarding the 
article, or the ingredients or substances contained therein, or quality 
thereof, or place of origin, which is false or misleading in any par- 
ticular. The term "design" or "device" applies to pictorial matter of 
every description, and to abbreviations, characters, or signs for weights, 
ftieasUres, or names of stib stances. 

Waste Materials.— «When any article is made up of refuse materials, 
fragments, or trimmings, the use of the name of the substance from 
which they are derived, unless accompanied by a statement to that 
effecrt, shall be deemed a misbranding. Packages of such materials 
may be labeled "pieces," "stems," "trimmings," or with sonfie similar 
appellation. For example: An article labeled "Mushrooms" and not con- 
sisting of the main and best part of the mushroom, but composed of 
pieces and stems would be misbranded. It should be labeled "Mushroom 
Pieces and Stems." 

Properly Branded but Adulterated. — ^A food product may be properly 
labeled but nevertheless contravene some provision of the statute as to 
adulteration. For example: Coffee that is coated may be properly la- 
beled, but if this coating conceals inferiority the coffee is adulterated 
and cannot be sold. The same rule applies to the use of colors, 
stains, etc. 

Powdered sugar containing some adulterant may be labeled properly 
and yet be adulterated under the act, if the adulterant be unwholesome 
or deleterious to health. 

Repacked Goods. — Foods repacked within a state and sold only within 
that state, are not subject to the national law. 

Rules and regulations ^standards. The Secretary of the 

Treasury, the Secretary of Agriculture and the Secretary of Commerce 
shall make uniform rules and regulations for carrying out the pro- 
visions of the act. 

The National Food and Drugs Act does not provide for standards. 
Prior to the passage of the act the Secretary of Agriculture, under 
authority of certain agricultural appropriations acts, proclaimed on June 
26, 1906, certain standards of purity for food products. These standards 
are used by the Department of Agriculture merely as guides in connec- 
tion with the enforcement of the Food and Drugs Act, and are contained 
in the Department of Agriculture Circular No. 19, which may be obtained 
from the Superintendent of Documents, Washington, D. C. 
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Weight or measure branding.— -The following, in black type, 

indicates the provisions of the national statute relating to weight or 
measure branding. Food is deemed misbranded: ' 

"If in packasre form, the quantity of the contents be not platnlT- and 
conspicuously marked on the outside of the package in terms of weight, 
measure, or numerical count: Provided, however. That reasonatble 
TaHations shall be permitted, and tolerances and also exemptions las to 
small packages shall be established by rules- and regulations made in 
accordance with the provisions of section three of this Act." (i. e., by t&e 
Secretary of the Treajsrury, the Secretary of Agriculture and the Secretary 
of Commerce. ) 

ExempUons. — ^Packages containing not more than the following quan- 
tities nfed iiot show the weight or measure: (a) 2 avoirdupois ounces; 
(b) 1 fluid ounce; (c) 6 units. _ 

Weight Statements. — Shall be in terms of. avoirdupois pounds and 
ounces. 

Liquid Measure. — Shall be in terms of the United: States gallon of. 231 
cubic inches and its customary subdivisions, i. e., in gallons, quarts, 
pints, or fluid ounces, and shall express the volume of the liquid at 68® 
t. <20^ C). 

Dry Measure. — Shall be in terms of the United States standard bushel 
of 2,150.42 cubic inches and its customary subdivisions, i. e.,Jn bushels, 
half bushels, pecks, quarts, pints, or half pints. 

Numerical Count— May be stated, if it gives accurate information as 
to the quantity of the contents. 

Largest Unit.<— Must be stated in terms of largest unit. Thus, if package 
Contains a pound Or pounds^ and a fraction of a pound, the Coiltents 
shall be expressed in terms of pounds and fractions thereof; or of 
pounds and ounces and not merely in ounces. For example, "1 lb. 8 
ounces" or "IJ/^ lbs." ?'.... 

Solids and Liquids.— The quantity of solids shall be stated in terms of 
weight and of liquids in terms of measure, except that in case of an 
article in respect to which .'there exists a definite trade custoin other- 
wise, the statement may be in terms of weight or measure in accord- 
ance with such custom. The quantity of viscous or semi-solid foods, 
or of mixtures of solids and liquids, may be stated either by weight or 
measure, but the statement shall be definite and shall indicate whether 
the quantity is expressed in terms of weight or measure, as, for ex- 
ample, "Weight, 12 oz." or "12 oz. avoirdupois;" "Volume, 12 ounces," 
or "12 fluid ounces." 

The statement of quantity of contents should exclude lining of 
packages and also premiums, printed circulars and similar objects 
sometimes enclosed. It may, however, include brine, sirup, oil or the 
usual condiments which are a necessary part of canned foods. It 
should be observed in this connection, that if an excessive amount of 
brine, etc., is present the product is objectionable under other provisions 
of the statute relating to adulteration. 

Minimum Statements. — ^May be used, for example, "minimum weight 
10 oz.," "minimum volume 1 gallon," or "not less than 4 oz."; but in 
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such case the statement must approximate the actual quantity and 
there shall be no tolerance below the stated minimum. 

Dram. — ^Unqualified refers to subdivision of an avoirdupois ounce. A 
"fluid dram" is ^ of a fluid ounce. 

Metric S3r8tem.^May be stated in terms of metric weight or measure. 

Plain and Conspicuous.— The statement of the contents shall be plain 
and conspicuous, shall not be a part of or obscured by any legend or 
design and shall be so placed and in such characters as to be readily 
seen and clearly legible when the size of the package and the circum- 
stances under which it is ordinarily examined by purchasers or con« 
sumers are taken into consideration. Ordinarily, a statement upon 
canned goods in 8-point type would not be conspicuous. 

Statements Blown in Bottles.— Permissible if plain and conspicuous 
but must apply to quantity of consents and not to capacity of bottles. 

Statements on Bottle Caps. — Held not plain and conspicuous and 
therefore not proper. 

Statements by Perforations.—- Held not plain and conspicuous and 
therefore not proper. 

Statements on Neck Labels. — Depends on facts in each case whether 
they would be plain and conspicuous. 

Statements on Tags. — Attached to demijohn permissible. 

Shipping Cases. — Shipping cases containing smaller packages need not 
be branded with the weight or measure if the smaller packages are 
each correctly branded. If branded, however, they must be correctly 
branded. Shipping cases containing canned goods may be marked 
"No. Vi" but not "J4 cans." 

Guftranty*— The following in black type is quoted from the statute: 

"That no dealer shall be proeecnted under the proTlslene of this 
Aet when he can establish a guaranty signed by the wholesaler. Jobber, 
manafaetnrer, or other party residlnr ht the United States* from whom 
he purchases sach articles, to the efTect that the same Is not adul- 
terated or mlsbranded within the meaning of this Aet, desJmatlng It. 
Said ffoaranty, to afford protection, shaU contain the name and address 
of the party or parties making the sale of such articles to snch dealer, 
and in snch case said party or parties shaU be amenable to the prose- 
cutions, fines and other penalties which would attach, in due course* to 
the dealer under the provisions of this Act.*' 

The serial guaranty on labels is prohibited after May 1, 1916, 
except that products packed and labeled prior to May 1, 1916, in accord- 
ance with the law and regulations in force prior to May 5, 1914, may 
be sold until November 1, 1916. 

Each guaranty should be attached to the bill of sale, invoice, bill of 
lading or other schedule giving the names and quantities of the 
articles sold. 

If the goods are properly described in the invoice or other docu- 
ment they may be referred to in the guaranty as listed in the invoice 
or etc., without repetition of the detailed description. Guaranties may 
be written, printed or stamped on the invoice. 

The question whether a general guaranty signed by the seller cov- 
ering future sales is valid, is now being tested in the courts. Although 
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the validity thereof may ultimately be upheld, the safer course, pending 
final decision, is to obtain invoice guaranties also whenever possible. 

Where a jobber receives guaranty from manufacturer and in turn 
gives guaranty to retailer, both jobber and retailer are protected from 
prosecution. 

Hearings.— -The statute provides that if, upon examination by the 
Bureau of Chemistry, it shall appear that the sample taken is adul- 
terated or misbranded, the Secretary of Agriculture shall cause notice 
to be given to the party from whom the sample was obtained. An 
opportunity to be heard shall be given under such rules and regulations 
as may be prescribed. 

The practice of the Department of Agriculture, is to grant hearings 
only where proceedings are taken against the manufacturer or dealer 
himself. In seizure cases, that is, where the merchandise is seized for 
condemnation, preliminary hearings are not ordinarily granted. 



MISCELLANEOUS PROVISIONS 

There are special provisions in the statutes on the subjects of ap- 
ples, dairy products, including renovated butter and oleomargarine, 
mixed flour, tea and vinegar. There are also special provisions relating 
to imports and exports of which the following should be especially noted: 

Imports. — ^All articles of foreign manufacture or production which are 
capable of being marked or labeled, without injury, shall be con- 
spicuously marked or labeled in English to indicate the country of 
origin. All packages containing imported articles shall be plainly 
branded or labeled, in English, to indicate the country of origin and the 
quantity of contents. Until so marked no articles or packages shall 
be delivered to the importer. 

The Food and Drugs Act of June 30, 1906, provides that "The 
Secretary of the Treasury shall deliver to the Secretary of Agriculture, 
upon his request from time to time, samples of foods and drugs which 
are being imported into the United States or offered for import, giving 
notice thereof to the owner or consignee, who may appear before the 
Secretary of Agriculture, and have the right to introduce testimony, and 
if it appear from the examination of such samples that any article of 
food or drug offered to be imported into the United States is adul- 
terated or misbranded within the meaning of this Act, or is otherwise 
dangerous to the health of the people of the United States, or is of a 
kind forbidden entry into, or forbidden to be sold or restricted in 
sale in the country in which it is made or from which it is exported, 
or is otherwise falsely labeled in any respect, the said article shall be 
refused admission, and the Secretary of the Treasury shall refuse 
delivery to the consignee and shall cause the destruction of any goods 
refused delivery which shall not be exported by the consignee within 
three months from the date of notice of such refusal under such 
reg^ulations as the Secretary of the Treasury may prescribe: Provided, 
That the Secretary of the Treasury may deliver to the consignee such 
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goods pending examination and decision in the matter on execution of 
a penal bond for the amount of the full invoice value of such goods, 
together with the duty thereon, and on refusal to return such goods 
for any cause to the custody of the Secretary of the Treasury, when 
demanded, for the purpose of excluding them from the country, or for 
any other purpose, said consignee shall forfeit the full amount of the 
bond: And provided further, That all charges for storage, cartage, and 
labor on goods which are refused admission or delivery shall be paid 
by the owner or consignee, and in default of such payment shall con- 
stitute a lien against any future importation made by such owner or 
consignee." 

Exports. — ^The Food and Drugs Act of June 30, 1906, contains the 
following provisions: "Provided, That no article shall be deemed 
misbranded or adulterated within the provisions of this Act when in- 
tended for export to any foreign country and prepared or packed 
according to the specifications or directions of the foreign purchaser 
when no substance is used in the preparation or packing thereof in 
conflict with the laws of the foreign country to which said article is 
intended to be shipped; but if said . article shaU be in fact sold or 
offered for sale for domestic use or consumption, then this priviso 
shall not exempt said article from the operation of any of the other 
provisions of this Act." 

The exporter is not required to furnish evidence that the goods have 
been prepared or packed in compliance with the laws of the foreign 
country to which such goods are intended to be shipped, but such ship- 
ment is made at the exporter's own risk. 

Congress usually provides in the annual appropriation acts, for the- 
investigation, by the Department of Agriculture, of chemical and physi- 
cal decisions applicable to American food products in foreign countries- 
and also for the inspection of such products, before shipment, when 
desired by American exporters. 

Food products for export should ke kept separate and labeled to- 
indicate that they are for export. 
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ALABAMA 

The food law is enforced by the Commissioner of Agricul- 
ture and Industries. Address: Montgomery. 

GENERAL FOOD STATUTES 

A.clulterCttioil«-^Proyisions similar to national statute with a -few ex- 
ceptions! Where external preservatives are used, directions for the 
removal of the preservative, given name and component parts must be 
stated in red letters. Food is also deemed adulterated if the container 
be of such a composition as will be acted upon by the contents produc- 
ing an injurious compound and in the case of confectionery if it contains 

'burnt umber.

Preservatives— Colors. — General provisions of national statute except as 
otherwise noted herein. 

Misbranding^. — Provisions similar to the national statute with a few 
exceptions. Food is also deemed misbranded if it be an imitation in pack- 
age or label of another substance of a previously «stablish-ed name or 
which has been trade-marked or patented or if the label fails to state 
the proportion of alcohol, malt, malt extract or antipyrine contained 
therein.

Rules and regulations ^standards. The Commissioner of 

Agriculture and Industries is authorized to adopt rules and regulations 
and also to fix standards of purity (except as to lard, mixed edible 
fats and cotton seed oils) in accordance with the national standards. 

Weight or measure branding. ^There is no general, law re- 
quiring the weight or measure to be stated. If stated, however, it should 
be correct. 

A special law relates to the net weight branding of containers of 
corn meal and chops. 

Guaranty*— -There is no restriction on .residence of guarantor. 

HearingS.-^Notice and an opportunity to be heard shall be given to 
party from whom sample was obtained. 

SPECIAL FOOD STATUTES 

There are special provisions as to baking powder, lard, cotton seed 
meal, cotton seed oil, bread, dairy products, candy, soft drinks and corn 
meal. The following should be especially noted: 

Baking Powder. — Label must show what acid salt and the amount 
thereof used in its manufacture.

Hearings*—* Notice and copy of findings shall be given to party from

The act does not apply to sales made from bulk if the quantity 
is weighed, measured or counted for the purpose of such sale; nor 
to the sale of any container of an ornamental or symbolic character 
in which some commodity is incidentally sold; nor to containers in 
which the contents are not more than two ounces avoirdupois or fluid; 
nor to certain medicinal mixtures. 

"It shall not be held to be a violation of the provisions of this act 
to sell or offer for sale any commodity contained in a container which 
complies with the provisions and requirements of any act of Congress 
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or the opinions and regulations as issued by the Secretary of Agricul- 
ture and appertaining to net weight or measure." 

Guaranty .-^Dealer .^QttQ;>.^e. prosecuted when he can establish 
guaranty by party residing in the United States and can also establish 
by satisfactory evidence that the article sold by him was mislabeled 
and that at the time of making the sale he was not aware of thai' fact. 
Such guaranty may be either general or special. A special guaranty shall 
guarantee the pai!>ticular articles listed in an invoice of the same, and shall 
be attached to or shall fully identify such invoice. If the guaranty be to 
the effect that such article is not adulterated, mislabeled or misbranded 
within the meaning of the national act, it shall be sufficient for the 
purposes of this act and have the same force and effect as though it 
referred to this act, except that a guaranty referring to the national 
act alone shall not be sufficient for the purposes of t,his»apt.in,,any, case 
where at any time the standard for the article concerned under this 
act is higher than the standard for a like article under the national act.

Preservatives— Colors. — General provisions of the national statute except 
as above noted. 

MisbrandinSf. — Provisions follow the national statute. 

Rules and regulations — ^standards.-— The Dairy Commission- 
er and the Director of the Connecticut Agricultural Experiment Station, 
acting jointly, are authorized to make uniform rules and regulations for 
the enforcement of the act. Such rules . and regulations shall, where 
possible, conform to the rules and regulations adopted from time to 
time for the enforcement of the national law. 

The Connecticut Agricultural Experiment Station may fix standards 
of purity, quality or strength when such standards are not specified 
by law.

lations shall be in harmony with the national rules and regulations in 
so far as they are applicable to and not in conflict with the Idaho 
statutes, and such rulings after due publication shall have the force 
and effect of law. 

Standards of quality or purity and strength that have been or shall 
be adopted by the U. S. Department of Agriculture are adopted as the 
standards for Idaho. 

Weight or measure branding. — If stated, should be correct. 

There is no general law in this state, but special laws (not men- 
tioned below) require certain commodities such as lard, bread, butter, 
small fruits, etc., to be branded with the net weight or measure. 

Guaranty*—- No restriction on residence of guarantor. Guaranty 
must contain date articles were sold to the dealer. No protection if 
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dtaXtt knew or ought to have known that the article was adulterated 
or misbranded. 

Hcarillgl*— ^No provision in the statutes. 

SPECIAL FOOD STATUTES 

There are special provisions as to baking powder, dairy products 
and vinegar. The following should be especially noted: 

Baking Powder. — ^Must contain a white or light colored label upon 
the outside and face of which is distinctly branded with black ink in 
heavy Gothic caps the name and residence of the manufacturer and 
the wordft, "This baking powder is composed of the following ingredients 
and none other/' and immediately after said words the name of each 
and all of the ingredients using the names by which each ingredient is 
commonly known in the trade.

Colors,!*— General provisions of national statute except as noted under 
^'misbrnnding". 

Alisbranding* Provisions are substantially similar to national 

statutf except as herein noted. Food also deemed misbranded if it be 
manufactured or in package form and not labeled with the true name of 
the article and with either the name and address of the manufacturer and 
place of manufacture or the name and address of the packer or dealer 
who sells the sam«, or if its label does not conform to the regnilations 
-set forth in the statute. 

The clause as to mixtures and compounds differs somewhat 
from the national and provides that food which does not contain any 
added poisonous or deleterious ingredients shall not be deemed to be 
adulterated or misbranded in certain specified cases, among others, the 
following: In the case of mixtures of corn syrup (glucose) or corn 
sugar (dextrose) or corn sugar syrup, with cane or beet sugar (sucrose) 
•or cane or beet sugar syrup, if the maximum percentage of corn syrup 
(glucose) or corn sugar (dextrose) or corn sugar syrup be plainly 
stated on the label. 

Trincipal Label.— Must be printed in English and the type, unless other- 
wise provided in the statute, shall not be smaller than 8-point (brevier) 
•caps except in case of small packages. 

'Compounds. — It is provided in the Criminal Code that no person shall 
mix, color, stain or powder any food with any other ingredient or ma- 
terial unless sold under its true and appropriate name, and notice that the 
same is mixed or impure is marked on the container, or unless the seller 
:at the time of sale informs the purchaser of the true name and ingre- 
dients (if other than such as are known by the common name thereof). 

'Soaked Goods. — ^All soaked goods put up from products dried before 
canning must be labeled "soaked" in certain size type. 

^Grade or Quality. — Preserved or canned fruits and vegetai>les, except im- 
ports from foreign countries, must be labeled to indicate the grade or 
•quality and the name and address of the packer or dealer. 
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Rules and regulations — standards. — The State Food Com- 
missioner is authorized to make rules and regulations for the enforce- 
ment of the statute. 

The Fobd Standard Commission shall determine and adopt standards 
of quality, purity or strength for food products, except where standards 
are fixed by statute. 

Weight or measure branding. — ^Food in package form must be 
labeled with the weight, measure or numerical count of the contents. 
Reasonable variations shall be permitted. Tolerances and also exemptions 
as to small packages shall be established by the State Food Conunis- 
sioner. 

Guaranty.— Applies • only to original unbroken packages in which 
the articles were received by the dealer and guarantor must reside in 
Illinois.

Hearings.— Notice, copy of the findings and an opportunity to be 
heard shall be given to the party from whom the sample was obtained 
and to the party whose name appears on the label. 

SPECIAL FOOD STATUTES

"bleached" whereby damage or inferiority is concealed. 

Preservatives — Colors. — General provisions of national statute except 
as noted above. 

MisbrandinSf*—— Provisions follow national statute in most respects. 
Acetphenetidine, phenacetin, antipyrine, holocaine, novocaine, alypin, 
antifelbrin (sic), if used, must be declared on label. 

Rules and regulations — standards. — The State Board of 

Health shall adopt from time to time, rules and regulations for the 
enforcement of the Act and such rules and regulations S;hall be the valid 
and legal rules and regulations adopted or hereafter adopted for the 
execution of the U. S. Food and Drugs Act of June 30, 1906, so far 
as applicable.

of cane sugar as a preservative is unnecessary. Furthermore, the pro- 
visions of this definition shall not apply to any such article if it bears 
a label on which the presence and the percentage of every such anti- 
septic or preservative substance are clearly indicated, nor shall it apply 
to such portions of suitable preservative substances as are used as a 
surface application for preserving dried fish or meat, or as exist in animal 
or vegetable tissues as a natural component thereof, but it shall apply 
to additional quantities." 

Food is also deemed adulterated if it contains any added poisonous 
or injurious substance. The national clause as to external preserva- 
tives is omitted. 

Colors.— General provisions of the national statute. 

Misbranding^*— —See "Adulteration." 

Grade or quality.— -Canned food shall be labeled to indicate the grade 

or quality and the name and address of the packer or vendor. 

Soaked goods.— Canned food prepared from dried products and soaked 
before canning must be labeled "soaked" in type not smaller than two 
line pica. 

Manufacturer or Vendor — Ingredients. — Where the statute requires a 
statement of the ingredients on the label, such statement and the name 
and address of the manufacturer or vendor must be set forth in certain 
size type, etc. The State Board of Health is authorized to vary the re- 
quirements and may, in writing, approve specific labels. "Goods labelled 
in violation of the provisions of this section shall be subject to the pro- 
visions of law relative to adulteration of food which is unlabelled." 
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Rules and regulations — standards. — Limited authority is 

given to local boards of health to make certain rules and regulations. 
The Commissioner of Weights and Measures is also authorized to adopt 
certain tolerances and exemptions. 

There is no provision expressly authorizing the adoption of 
standards. 

Weight or measure branding. Food in package form must 

be labeled to show the weight, measure or numerical count of the 
contents. The Commissioner of Weights and Measures is required 
to adopt the national variations, tolerances and exemptions. The follow- 
ing are expressly exempted by the statute. (1) Retail sales made from 
bulk if quantity is weighed, measured or counted for the purpose of 
such sale by the retailer.

Guaranty. Provision is made for guaranty by party within Mas- 
sachusetts. 

Hearings.*— A provision relating to weight or measure branding only, 
provides that before prosecution, the parties concerned, shall be notified 
and given an opportunity to be heard.

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MICHIGAN 

The food law is enforced by the State Dairy and Food 
Commissioner. Address : Lansing. 

GENERAL FOOD STATUTES 

A<lulteratioil«^^Frovisions resemble the national statute but there 
are many additional provisions not found in that statute. 

Preservatives — Colors, — Unlawful to sell any food product containing 
benzoic acid or benzoate of sodium or any other harmless preservative 
unless labeled with the words "Prepared with" followed by the name of 
the preservative. It is provided that nothing in the act shall be con- 
strued to prohibit or regulate by branding or otherwise, the use as a 
preservative, of common salt, syrup, sugar, saltpetre, spices, alcohol, 
vinegar or wood smoke nor shall the act apply to dairy products. 

It is forbidden to add glucose or grape sugar or oleomargarine to any 
article of food unless the label states the true name of the article and 
the percentage in which glucose or grape sugar or oleomargarine enters 
into its composition. 

MisbrandinSf*— ^Provisions substantially similar to the national 
statute. The clause as to mixtures and compounds is somewhat different. 

Soaked or Bleached. — ^All soaked or bleached goods or goods put up 
from products dried before canning shall be labeled as such with the 
words "soaked or bleached goods," in at least two line pica type showing 
the name of the article and the name and address of the packer or dis- 
tributor. 

Rules and regulations ^standards. The director of mar- 
kets is authorized to make rules and regulations as to the grading and 
handling of food products. 

It is also provided, that in all prosecutions, the latest standards of 
purity established by the U. S. Secretary of Agriculture, shall be ac- 
cepted as the legal standards except where other standards are specific- 
ally prescribed by the Michigan statutes. 

Weight or measure branding. — Food products in package 

form are misbranded unless every package, box, bottle, basket or other 
container bears upon the principal label a statement of the true net 
weight in terms of pounds, ounces and grains, avoirdupois, or true net 
measure, which, in the case of liquids, shall be in terms of gallons of 231 
cubic inches or fractions thereof, as quarts, pints and ounces, or true 
numerical count. Reasonable variations are permitted. Tolerances and 
also exemptions as to small packages are to be established by the Dairy 
and Food Commissioner. The law does not apply to beverages in glass 
containers nor to fresh fruit and vegetables. 

Special laws, relating to cereals, mill products, fruits, etc., also re- 
quire weight branding. 
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Guaranty.^-The laws of this state contain no provision for guar- 
anties like those found in the laws of other states and in the national 
statute and covering the sale of food products. 

There is, however, in the statute dealing with the subject of con- 
demnation of foods a provision that the owner of any articles condemned 
shall, to the extent of his loss, be entitled to the net proceeds of the 
sale of such articles by the state, provided he holds a guaranty of purity 
signed by the wholesaler, . manufacturer or other party from whom the 
goods were purchased. 

Hearings.— No provision in the statutes. 

SPECIAL FOOD STATUTES 

There are special provisions as to dairy products, fruit butter and 
fruit jellies, lard, condensed milk, canned goods, coffee compounds, maple 
products, molasses, syrup, glucose, buckwheat flour, candy, pepper, salt, 
fresh fruits and vegetables, vinegar, honey and soft drinks. The follow- 
ing should be especially noted: 

Buckwheat Flour. — Containing any product of wheat, rice, corn or other 
foreign substance must be labeled "Buckwheat Flour Compound." Other 
specific provisions should be noted. 

Canned Goods.-^Label must show name of packer or distributor. (See 
also general law above.) 

Coffee Compounds. — Coffee adulterated with chicory or other substance 
shall be labeled "Coffee Compound", together with the name and ad- 
dress of the manufacturer and shall have no other label of whatever 
name or designation. 

Fruit Jelly — Fruit Butter. — Imitations or similar compounds containing 
glucose, dextrin, starch or other substances shall not be colored in imi- 
tation of fruit jelly or fruit butter and the container shall be labeled 
"Imitation fruit jelly or butter," with the name of the manufacturer and 
the place where made. 

Molasses — Glucose — Syrup— Maple Products. — Containers of molasses, 
syrup or glucose must be branded with a name which shall be the true 
and appropriate name. Containers of molasses or syrup mixed with 
glucose shall be labeled "Glucose Mixture" and the percentage of glu- 
cose in letters of at least one-half inch in length. "Glucose and glucose 
mixture shall have no other designation than herein required." 

Where glucose is mixed with cane syrup or beet syrup the container 
shall be labeled "Glucose Mixture" or "Corn Syrup" in Gothic type at 
least three-eighths of an inch square and the name and percentage by 
weight of each ingredient in Gothic letters at least one-quarter of an 
inch square. Every container of syrup whether simple or mixed shall 
bear the name and address of manufacturer, and "shall have no other 
designation or brand than herein required that represents or is the name 
of any article which contains a saccharine substance . . ." 

Containers of maple sugar, maple molasses or maple S3rrup must be 
labeled with the true and appropriate name and the percentage in 
which common sugar, beet sugar, glucose or any other foreign substance 
enters into the composition of the product. 
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MINNESOTA 

The food law is enforced by the Dairy and Food Commis- 
sioner. Address: St. PauL 

GENERAL FOOD STATUTES 

Adulteration. — ^The national statute has not been adopted in this 
state ahhough there are some general provisions prohibiting the adul- 
teration or dilution or imitation of food products without adequately 
disclosing the facts on the label and prohibiting the sale of unfit food. 

Preservatives — Colors. — It is made unlawful to manufacture or sell any 
food which contains any ingredient injurious to health, or any coal tar 
dye or saccharin or any preservative which tends to conceal the taste, 
odor or other evidence of putrefaction, taint or filth or inferiority in 
any form. It is prohibited to use in the canning of fruits or vegetables 
any canning compound which contains any added poisonous or deleterious 
ingredient which may render it injurious to the public health. For- 
maldehyde, hydrofluoric acid, salicylic acid, sulphurous acid and all 
compounds and derivatives thereof are declared to be injurious. 

MisbrstndinS^*^— The national statute has not been adopted in this 
state. Under a general provision food is deemed misbranded if the 
label does not plainly state the information required by the various 
statutes, or if it is misleading so as to deceive or tend to deceive the 
purchaser. It is provided that wherever the statutes expressly prohibit 
the manufacture or sale of an article or preparation, compliance with any 
labeling or placarding requirement of the statutes shall not make such 
manufacture or sale lawful. 

Rules and regulations — ^standards. — "That for the purpose 

of securing uniformity, as far as practicable, between the laws of this 
state and those of the federal government, enacted to prevent fraud and 
deception in the manufacture and sale of articles of food, and to preserve 
the public health, the Dairy and Food Commissioner of this state shall 
have authority by ruling or rulings to require, whenever in his dis- 
cretion he deems it advisable, that any article of food or the package, 
receptacle or container thereof, before it be sold or offered or exposed 
for sale or had in possession with intent to sell in this state, shall be 
labeled . . ^ in such manner as to plainly exhibit to the purchaser 
• • . the true composition of such food article, its quality, strength, 
quantity, source of its manufacture or production, and the person by or 
for whom the same is manufactured, produced, packed or shipped." 

There is no provision expressly authorizing the adoption of 
standards. 

Weight or measure branding. — There is no general law re- 
quiring the weight or measure to be stated. If stated, however, it 
should be correct 
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A special law requires packages of spices and condiments to be 
labeled with the net weight. 

Guaranty. No provision in the statutes. 

Hearing^S. No provision in the statutes. 

SPECIAL FOOD STATUTES 

There are special provisions as to candy, eggs, canned fruits and 
vegetables, vinegar, dairy products, baking powder, spices and condi- 
ments, jellies, jams, and preserves, maple sugar and syrup, sorghum 
syrup, honey, and lard. The following should be especially noted: 

Baking Powder. — Must contain a white or light colored label on which 
shall be printed with black ink in at least 8-point bold face Gothic capi- 
tals the words, "This baking powder is composed of the following ingre- 
dients and none other;" and immediately thereafter the name of each 
ingredient. The name and address of the manufacturer is also required. 

Canned Foods. — Various special provisions relate to the canning of fruits 
and vegetables. Among other things, the conditions upon which the 
words "Minnesota Standard" may be used on the label are prescribed. 

Com.— Sweet or sugar corn may be labeled as such only when packed 
in the stage of milk. 

JdlieSy Jams and Preserves. — The pure product shall consist wholly of 
the fruit specified, preserved in a syrup made of cane sugar and pure 
water and contain no other ingredients. Products differing from this 
standard shall be branded, "This preparation is mixed and adulterated," 
on a white label with black ink in at least 18-point bold face Gothic 
capitals. The name and address of the manufacturer shall also appear. 

Spices and Condiments. — Label must contain net weight and name and 
address of manufacturer or packer. 

Syrups — Sugar — Honey. — Provisions similar to those relating to jellies, 
jams and preserves contain varying requirements as to the labels on 
maple sugar, maple syrup, sorghum syrup and honey. 
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MISSISSIPPI 

The food law is enforced by the State Chemist. Address: 
Agricultural College. 

GENERAL FOOD STATUTES 

Adulteration.^— Provisions resemble the national statute with cer- 
tain variations. Food is also deemed adulterated if it be 
**bleached" or "polished" whereby damage or inferiority is concealed, 
or if it is colored or flavored in imitation of the genuine color or flavor 
of another substance. 

Preservatives. — Food is also deemed adulterated if it contains any added 
boric acid or borates, salicylic acid or calislates (sic), formaldehyde, sul- 
phurous acid or sulphites (except minute residual amounts of sulphur- 
ous acid and sulphites which cannot be removed after clarifying sugar 
cane juice in the preparation of syrup), hydrofluoric acid or fluorides, 
fluoborates, fluosilicates, or other fluorine compounds, dulcine, 
glucine, saccharin, betanapthol, hydronapthol, abrastol, asaprol, 
oxides of nitrogen, nitrous acid or nitrites, compounds of copper or 
other added ingredients not specifically mentioned in this paragraph 
and which are deleterious to health. 

The following preservatives are expressly approved: Common salt, 
sugar, wine (sic), vinegar, cider vinegar, malt vinegar, sugar vinegar, dis- 
tilled vinegar, spices and other essential oils, alcohol (except in con- 
fectionery), edible oils, edible fats or wood smoke applied directly 
as generated, or proper refrigeration. 

Colors. — General provisions of national statute except as above noted. 



^ ^—Provisions follow the national statute with a few 
exceptions. 

Principal Label. — ^All required statements shall be on the main label. 

Imitations. — It is a misdemeanor to sell any substance in imita- 
tion of any article of food, without disclosing the imitation by a suit- 
able and plainly visible mark or brand, indicating and naming what the 
substance really is. 

Rules and regulations — standards.— The State Chemist shall 

establish rules and regulations not inconsistent with the act. 

He shall also fix and publish standards of purity, which standards 
shall be those promulgated by the Secretary of Agriculture, the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury and the Secretary of Commerce and Labor of 
the United States. It is also provided that it shall be lawful to sell 
any article named in the statute that is up to the standard required 
by the national pure food law or any federal statute regulating the 
manufacture or sale' of such article. 
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Weight or measure branding. There is no general law 

requiring the weight or measure to be stated. " If stated, however, it 
should be correct. 

The true net weight of the contents of every barrel, box, sack or j 

package of flour, corn meal, cottonseed meal and of any and all other 
kinds of feeding stuff made from cereal of any kind whether sold in 
single packages or lots shall be plainly marked or stenciled in large, 
legible letters and. figures upon the exterior of the package. 

Guaranty*— No provision in the statutes. 

Hearings*^ — Notice and opportunity to be heard shall be given party 
from whom sample was obtained. 

SPECIAL FOOD STATUTES 

There are special provisions as to candy and mill products. 
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MISSOURI 

The food law is enforced by the State Food and Drug 
Commissioner. Address : La Salle Building, St. Louis. 

GENERAL FOOD STATUTES 

Adulteration*^— Provisions are similar to the national statute with 
the few exceptions noted herein. Food is deemed adulterated if it is 
"polished" whereby damage or inferiority is concealed; if it contains 
methyl or wood alcohol; if it does not conform to the standard of 
strength, quality and purity now or hereafter to be estabilshed by the 
United States Department of Agriculture, and in the case of confection- 
ery, if it contains arsenic. Sale of canning compounds containing arsenic, 
calomel, bismuth or ammonia prohibited. 

Preservatives — Colors. — General provisions of the national statute except 
as above noted. 

Misbranding. Provisions are similar to the national statute except 

as herein noted. 

Ingredients. — ^When the ingredients are stated on the label the name 
and address of the manufacturer or vendor must also be stated in cer- 
tain specified type. 

Rules and regulations — standards. — The Food and Drug 

Commissioner shall make rules and regulations for the enforcement 
of the statute, conforming as nearly as practicable to the national rules 
and regulations. 

As to standards see "Adulteration" above. 

Weight or measure branding. There is no general law re- 
quiring the weight or measure to be stated. If stated, however, it should 
be correct. 

A special law requires containers of certain flour to be branded with 
the weight. 

Guaranty. it is provided that no dealer shall be prosecuted "when 

he can establish a guaranty," as provided in the national act, or a 
guaranty signed by a party residing in the State of Missouri. Guar- 
anties may be given by persons residing outside of the state provided 
they have filed in the office of the Food and Drug Commissioner a desig- 
nation of the name and residence of some resident of the state upon 
whom process against the guarantor may be served in any proceeding 
under the act. 

Hearings.^— Notice, a copy of the findings and an opportunity to 
be heard shall be given to party from whom sample was obtained and 
to the party whose name appears on the label. 

SPECIAL FOOD STATUTES 

There are special provisions as to dairy products, condensed milk, 
candy, flour, vinegar, hops, and grain. 
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MONTANA 

The food law is enforced by the State Board of Health. Ad- 
dress: Helena. 

GENERAL FOOD STATUTES 

Adulteration.— Provisions follow the national statute with some 
exceptions. Clause as to external preservatives omitted. Food is also 
deemed adulterated if "polished" whereby damage or inferiority is con- 
cealed. 

Preservatives. — Food is deemed adulterated if it contains any added 
antiseptic or preservative substance except common salt, saltpetre, 
cane sugar, beet sugar, vinegar, spices, or in smoked foods, the natural 
products of the smoking process, or other harmless preservative whose 
use is authorized by the State Board of Health, and no preservative 
shall be used in greater quantity than the regulations of said Board 
shall designate. 

Colors. — General provisions of national statute. 

Misbranding.— Provisions follow national statute with a few 
exceptions. Phenacetin, antipyrine, in addition to other drugs men- 
tioned in the national statute, must be declared on label. 

Place of Production. — ^The term "misbranded" applies to any food 
product which is falsely branded as to the locality of production unless 
the word "process" or "type" immediately follows the locality or brand 
designated. 

Rules and regulations — ^standards. — The State Board of 

Health shall adopt rules and regulations for the enforcement of the 
act and regulating the minimum standards for foods and drugs, defining 
specific adulterations. Such rules and regulations shall at all times 
conform to the national rules and regulations. 

It is further provided that no article of food shall be deemed adul- 
terated, misbranded or otherwise subject to this act if it conforms 
to the rules and regulations of the U. S. Government under any 
national act or acts. 

Said Board is authorized to analyze food products as to purity 
and labeling at the request of a party interested and to certify as to 
the legality thereof. 

Weight or measure branding.- All commodities, including 

food products in package or container, must be labeled with a correct 
statement of the net weight, measure or numerical count. Products 
(except milk and cream) sold at 10 cents or less, and also packages 
or containers used merely for delivering or transporting commodities 
previously sold by net weight are expressly exempted. 

In determining whether or not the correct weight is stated, there 
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shall be taken into consideration the usual leakage, evaporation or 
waste that may occur. A variation of 3 per cent, from the stated weight 
is permissible, provided the variation is as often above as below the 
weight or measure stated. 

Guar&nty*^— No dealer shall be prosecuted for selling food in the 
original unbroken package in which it was received by the dealer, when 
he can establish a guarantee, signed by a party residing in the United 
States, or if a proper printed guarantee of the manufacturer with his ad- 
dress be upon the container to the effect that the same is not adulterated 
or misbranded in the original, unbroken package in which the said 
article was received by said dealer within the meaning of the Montana 
act or the national act. 

Hearing^S. No prosecution to be had until State Board of Health 

notifies dealer of illegality and gives him opportunity to comply. 

SPECIAL FOOD STATUTES 

There are special provisions as to apples, dairy products, eggs, grain, 
candy, lard, maple sugar and vinegar. 
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NEBRASKA 

The food law is enforced by the Food, Drug, Dairy and Oil 
Commissioner. Address : Lincoln. 

GENERAL FOOD STATUTES 

Adulteration. ^Provisions follow the national statute. 

Preservatives — Colors.— General provisions of national statute except as 
noted below: 



■^Provisions vary somewhat from the national. In 
addition to the drugs mentioned in the national statute, the quantity or 
proportion of alcohol, phenacetin (acetphenetidine), antipyrine or any 
other of the coal tar preparations and belladona must be stated on the 
label. The clause relating to mixtures and compounds differs from 
the national statute. 

Rules and regulations standards. Governor may appoint 

a deputy commissioner who shall from time to time promulgate such 
rules and regulations as are necessary and proper to enforce the law.

was purchased. 

Hearings. No provision in the statutes. 

SPECIAL FOOD STATUTES 

There arc special provisions as to non-alcoholic beverages, syrups, 
<ider, cold storage, dairy products, flour and vinegar. 
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NEVADA 

The food law is enforced by the Board of Control of Nevada 
Agricultural Experiment Station. Address : Reno. 

GENERAL FOOD STATUTES 

Adulteration.— -Provisions follow the national statute with few 
exceptions. Clause as to external preservatives is omitted and food is 
also deemed adulterated if not at all times protected from filth, flies, 
dust or other contamination. 

Preservatives — Colors. — General provisions of national statute except 
as above stated. 

Misbranding^. — Provisions substantially follow the national statute. 
Clauses regarding compounds and mixtures omitted. 

Rules and regulations standards. The Commissioner of 

the Nevada Agricultural Experiment Station is authorized to make 
rules and regulations for the enforcement of the act and the board of 
control of said experiment station may adopt and fix standards of 
purity, quality or strength when such standards are not fixed by statute. 
"The standard of purity of foods, drugs and liquors shall be that 
proclaimed by the Secretary of the United States Department of Agri- 
culture and the regulations and definitions adopted for the enforcement 
of the National Food and Drugs Act of June 30, 1906, shall be adopted 
by the Nevada Agricultural Experiment Station for the enforcement 
of this act." 

Weight or measure branding. — All commodities in package 

form, including food products, must be labeled with the net weight, 
measure or numerical count of the contents. A slight variation is per- 
missible provided such variation is as often above as below the amount 
stated, and it is provided that the usual and ordinary evaporation, leak- 
age or waste shall be considered. The word "package" is defined. The 
statute does not apply to commodities which have been previously sold 
by net weight, measure or count and which are put into the package 
for the purposes of delivery and transportation. 

Butter, berries and small fruits when not in standard containers 
must also be labeled to show the net weight. 

Guaranty. — No restriction on residence of guarantor. 

Hearings.^— Notice and copy of findings shall be given to party from 
whom sample was obtained or to guarantor, and a hearing granted. 

SPECIAL FOOD STATUTES 

There are special provisions as to dairy products and bread. 
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NEW HAMPSHIRE 

The food law is enforced by the State Board of Health. Ad- 
dress: Concord. 

GENERAL FOOD STATUTES 

Adulteration. — Provisions follow the national statute except as 
noted below. 

Preservatives.— Food is deemed adulterated if it contains any added 
antiseptic or preservative substance except common table salt, salt- 
petre, cane or beet sugar, vinegar, spices, or wood smoke. External 
preservatives may be used as provided in the national statute. Not more 
than 1/10 per cent, of benzoate of soda is permitted in cider, tomato 
catsup, fruit jams, jellies or preserves and such other perishable articles 
as the State Board of Health may determine cannot be successfully 
marketed without such preservative, but in all cases the presence and 
percentage thereof shall be stated on the label and if size of package 
permits, in at least 8-point cap type. Wood alcohol in food is prohibited. 

Colors. — General provisions of national statute. 
MisbrandinSf* Provisions follow the national statute. 

Rules and regulations — ^standards. — The State Board of 

Health shall make rules and regulations for the enforcement of the act. 
There is no provision expressly authorizing the adoption of 
standards. 

Weight or measure branding. Food in package form must 

be labeled with the weight, measure or numerical count of contents. 
Reasonable variations shall be permitted. Tolerances and also exemp- 
tions as to small packages shall be established by the State Board of 
Health. 

Guaranty* Must be to the effect that the article in original and 

unbroken packages is not adulterated or misbranded within the meaning 
of the act.

Hearings* No provision in the statutes.

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NEW JERSEY

GENERAL FOOD STATUTES 

Adulteration.^— Similar to national statute. Wood alcohol in food 
prohibited. 

Preservatives — Colors. — General provisions of the national statute. 

Misbranding^.— -Provisions differ slightly from the national statute. 
Acetphenetidine, phenacetin and antipyrine are added to the list of drugs 
which, when forming part of the contents of a package must be so stated 
on the label. 

Rules and regulations — ^standards. — The State Board of 

Health is authorized to adopt and enforce such rules and regulations 
as shall promote the purposes of the act and may adopt the national 
standards of purity, quality and strength. Such standards when adopted 
shall be published at the end of the session laws. Cease to be operative 
when changed by national officials. 

Unlawful to sell or manufacture any article of food which differs 
in purity, quality or strength from the standard so adopted and pub- 
lished. 

Weight or measure branding. Food in package form must 

be labeled with the weight, measure or numerical count of contents. 
Reasonable variations shall be permitted. The State Board of Health 
shall fix such tolerances and exemptions as to small packages as shall 
have been or may hereafter be fixed by the Secretary of the Treasury, 
the Secretary of Agriculture and the Secretary of Commerce and Labor 
of the United States and publish them at the end of the session laws. 

Guaranty.— No dealer shall be prosecuted provided the article of 
food or drug is sold in the original, unbroken package in which it was 
received from the dealer and, in case of an article purchased from a 
party residing in New Jersey, he can establish a guaranty signed by 
such party to the effect that the same is not adulterated or misbranded 
within the meaning of this act, designating it; or if the article was pur- 
chased from a party residing in the United States but outside of New 
Jersey and the dealer can establish a guaranty, signed by such party 
to the effect that the same is not adulterated or misbranded within the 
meaning of the national law; provided, however that that law as to 
the article guaranteed is identical with the New Jersey law. 

Hearings.^— No provision in the statutes. 

SPECIAL FOOD STATUTES 

There are special provisions as to dairy products, meal, grain, fruit, 
vegetables, condensed skimmed milk, non-alcoholic beverages, bread, cold 
storage, eggs, herring, honey, meat products, lard, and vinegar.

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NEW MEXICO 

The food law consists of various general provisions which 
do not follow the form of the national statute.

GENERAL FOOD STATUTES 

Adulter&tion*— The general provisions contain much of the sub- 
stance of the national statute and nothing that seriously conflicts there- 
with.

Rules and regulations — ^standards. — No provision in the 

statutes. 

Weight or measure branding. — ^There is no general provision 
requiring the weight or measure to be stated. Special laws, however, 
require weight branding on non-standard containers for small fruits, 
butter, etc. 

Containers of mill products must be branded with the weight of 
contents in letters and figures not less than one inch in length and not 
less than one-sixteenth inch in width. 

Guaranty.— —In certain cases of adulteration the dealer is protected 
if he had no knowledge of the adulteration. 

Hearings.— No provision in the statutes. 

SPECIAL FOOD STATUTES 

There are no special statutes of importance except those mentioned 
above under "Weight or measure branding." 
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NEW YORK 

The food law is enforced by the State Department of Agri- 
culture. Address: Albany. 

The State Department of Health and the Commissioner of 
Foods and Markets are also vested with certain powers of en- 
forcement, but up to the present time the Department of Agri- 
culture is conducting the actual work of administration. The 
Superintendent of Weights and Measures administers the pro- 
visions relating to weight or measure branding. 

GENERAL FOOD STATUTES 

Adulteration.^— Provisions substantially follow the national statute 
but clause as to external preservatives is omitted. Food also deemed 
adulterated if it contains wood alcohol, in any of its forms, or any 
methylated preparation made from it or if it be "polished", whereby dam- 
age or inferiority is concealed. 

Preservatives — Colors. — General provisions of national statute except as 
above noted. 

Misbranding.— -Provisions substantially follow the national, but the 
clause in the national statute as to branding the proportion of morphine, 
opium and other drugs is omitted. The clause relating to mixtures and 
compounds is worded differently. 

Grade or Class — Soaked. — The General Business Law provides that 
canned foods be labeled with the grade or class, the place where packed 
and other information. Soaked goods must be labeled "soaked" in cer- 
tain size type. This provision, however, does not apply to goods im- 
ported from foreign countries, of foreign manufacture, nor to those that 
are labeled in accordance with the New York Agricultural Law and the 
National Food and Drugs Act of June 30, 1906. 

Rules and regulations — ^standards. — The State Board of 

Health is authorized to make certain regulations and where the standard 
for any article of food is not established by a national pharmacopeia, the 
State Board of Health, shall, from time to time, fix the limit for varia- 
bility, permissible therein (Chapter 49, Laws 1909). 

The Commissioner of Foods and Markets is authorized to make 
rules and regulations for the grading, packing, handling, storage and 
sale of all food stuffs within the state, not contrary to law, and to enforce 
such rules and regulations by actions or proceedings in any court of 
competent jurisdiction. The Commissioner is also authorized to in- 
vestigate delays in transportation. 

Weight or measure branding. All commodities sold in con- 
tainers must be labeled to show the weight, measure or numerical count 



V 
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Reasonable variations are permitted. The following exemptions are 
specified: 

Commodities in ornamental containers for use as favors or gifts; 
commodities dispensed for consumption on the premises; commodities 
put in containers for the purpose of transportation or delivery; certain 
commodities when put in standard size containers in accordance with 
the provisions of the statute; where the numerical count of the indi- 
vidual units is six or less; in the case of liquids, where the contents are 
two fluid ounces or less; when the weight of the contents is three avoir- 
dupois ounces or less.

Food is also deemed adulterated if it is "bleached" in a 
manner whereby damage or inferiority is concealed or if it differs in 
strength, quality or purity from the standards adopted from time to 
time by the Board of Agriculture. 

Preservatives — ^Colors. — The following are prohibited: Colors which 
contain antimony, arsenic, barium, lead, cadmium, chromium, copper, 
mercury, uranium or zinc. The following are also prohibited: Gam- 
boge, corrallin, picric acid, aniline or any of the coal tar dyes; sac- 
charine, dulcin, glucin or any other artificially or synthetically prepared 
substitute for sugar; paraffin, formaldehyde, betanapthol, abrastol, ben- 
zoic acid or benzoates, salic3'lic acid or salicylates, boric acid or borates, 
sulphurous acid or sulphites, hydrofluoric acid or any fluorine com- 
pounds, sulphuric acid or potassium sulphate or wood alcohol. Pro- 
vided, that catsups and condimental sauces may, when the fact is 
plainly stated on the wrapper and label of the package in which it 
is retailed, contain not to exceed two-tenths of one per cent of benzoic 
acid or its equivalent in sodium benzoate. By consent of the Board, the 
Commissioner of Agriculture may, when he deems it advisable and to 
the best interest of the public, suspend the action of provisions relating 
to the use of chemical preservatives and coal tar dyes in food when 
such provisions are not in harmony with the provisions of the national 
food law or rulings thereunder. 

Misbranding* Provisions follow the national statute. The pro- 
vision relating to mixtures and compounds, however, is somewhat dif- 
ferent. 

Date of Packing. — The statute provides "that all cans, jars or other 
packages containing canned meats intended for food, shall have printed 
on the label thereof the correct date on which said food product was 
canned or put up into said packages, as provided in the National Pure 
Food Law." It is to be noted, however, that the national law contains 
no such provision. 

Rules and regulations standards. — The Board of Agricul- 
ture shall make rules and regulations for the enforcement of the act. The 
Board is also authorized to fix standards. 

Weight or measure branding. Food in package form must 

be labeled with the weight, measure or numerical count. The Board

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NORTH DAKOTA 

The food law is enforced by the Food Commissioner and 
State Chemist. Address: Fargo. 

GENERAL FOOD STATUTES 

Adulteration.— "Provisions resemble in some respects the general 
provisions of the national law, but contain several important departures 
therefrom. 

Preservatives. — Food is deemed adulterated if it contain any added 
formaldehyde, benzoic acid, sulphurous acid, boric acid, nitrous acid, 
salicylic acid, hydrofluoric acid, pyroligneous acid, copper, saccharin, dul- 
cin, glucin, beta-napthol, abrasol, oxides of nitrogen, or any salt or 
antiseptic compound derived from these products or any other added 
ingredient of a deleterious or harmful nature in any quantity whatso- 
ever. The use of household spices and condiments is permitted and 
also the smoking of meats and fish with wood smoke applied directly 
as generated. Wood alcohol prohibited. 

In the case of perishable goods put in bulk, sodium benzoate or 
other less harmful preservatives may be used in proportion not to exceed 
one part in two thousand in such products and under regulations of 
the Food Commissioner. This is not applicable where products can 
be commercially produced without the use of chemical preservatives. 
The use of preservatives shall be stated on the face label in a manner 
to be prescribed by the Food Commissioner. 

Colors. — Food is deemed adulterated if any mineral color, aniline dye 
or other coal tar dye is added or if colored (and not being an imitation) 
with a harmless vegetable dye or color and the name thereof is not 
given on the label, provided the Food Commissioner may exempt from 
this clause such dyes or colors as he deems proper. Or if- any substance 
or substances other than dyes, flavoring or preservatives permitted by 
the statute have been added to it which deceive or tend to deceive the 
user or purchaser as to the true qualities of the article or beverage. 

Candy. — It is provided that candies shall not be deemed adulterated if 
they are correctly labeled and do not contain aniline dye or other 
coal tar dyes, shellac, resinous bodies, paraffin, alcoholic liquors or any 
of the substances mentioned in the national statute. 



_ -^Provisions differ materially from the national 
statute. 

Manufacturer or Jobber. — Misbranded if the package does not bear the 
name and address of the real manufacturer or jobbers, and the true 
grade or class of the product. 

Grade or Class. — (See "Manufacturer or Jobber.'*) 

Ingredients. — Food is deemed misbranded if the container, in case of 
compounds, mixtures or blends, does not show, in accordance with 
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regulations provided for by the Food Commissioner, the true composi- 
tion of the product when essential to public welfare and to prevent fraud 
and deception, the same to be stated on the face of the principal label 
in black type on a white background, said type to be in size uniform 
with that used to name the brand or producer, or in a form to be 
approved by the Food Commissioner. 

Inferior to state standard. — Food also deemed misbranded if inferior to 
the standard prescribed by the Food Commissioner and labeled or 
offered for sale as complying with such standard, or if it is not labeled 
or offered for sale under the designation prescribed by said Food Com- 
missioner to indicate its grade or purity, quality and strength as com- 
pared with the standard for such product. 

Rules and regulations standards. ^The Food Commission- 
er, with the approval of the board of trustees of the North Dakota 
Agricultural College and Experiment Station, is authorized to pre^ 
scribe standards of purity, quality and strength when not fixed by 
statute and to fix approximate designations which shall disclose to the 
purchaser the relative purity, quality and strength of the product as 
compared with the standard for such product. 

Any citizen of the state may send articles of food in the original 
package to the Food Commissioner to be analyzed and included in his 
next bulletin or report. 

Weight or measure branding. Every package, bottle or con- 
tainer must state the net weight, measure or numerical count. All 
weights shall be stated in terms of pounds, ounces and grains avoirdupois 
weight, and all measures shall be in terms of gallons of two hundred 
and thirty-one (231) cubic inches or fractions thereof, as quarts, pints 
and ounces. Reasonable variations shall be permitted and tolerations 
therefor shall be established by the Food Commissioner. 

The placing of anything whatever in package goods for the purpose 
of increasing the weight of the bag, bale, box, barrel or package is pro- 
hibited. 

Guaranty. No provision in the statutes. 

Hearings.— No provision except that it is provided that proceed- 
ings in seizure cases shall conform lo Federal. 

SPECIAL FOOD STATUTES 

There are special provisions as to dairy products, candy, bread, 
baking powder, cold storage and lard. The following should be especially 
noted: 

Baking Powder. — Must contain a light colored label upon which shall 
be printed with black ink the name and address of the manufacturer 
and, in a form to be prescribed by the Food Commissioner, a true state- 
ment showing the constituents and ingredients of the product.

— Packers or dealers in preserved or canned fruits, 

vegetables or other articles of food must mark such goods to indicate

jpxcept such as are brought from foreign countries. 

jpacker or Dealer. — (See "Grade or Quality.") 

Soaked Goods. — The manufacturer or dealer in soaked goods put up from 

iroducts dried before canning must plainly mark them with an adhesive 
ibel having on its face the word "soaked" in letters not less in size than 
two line pica of solid type. 

Rules and regulations standards. The Board of Agri- 
culture is authorized to make such uniform rules and regulations as may 
be necessary for the enforcement of the food, drug, dairy and sanitary 
laws of this state. Such rules and regulations shall, where applicable, 
conform to and be the same as the rules and regulations adopted from 
time to time for the enforcement of the National Food and Drugs Act. 

The Board of Agriculture shall adopt standards of quality, purity 
and strength of foods when such standards are not otherwise established 
by any law of this state. Such standards shall conform to the standards 
for foods adopted by the United States Department of Agriculture. 

Weight or measure branding. — It is provided that whoever 

puts up or packs goods sold by weight into a case or package and fails 
to mark thereon the gross, tare and net weights thereof in pounds and 
fractions thereof, shall be subject to fine or imprisonment. 

Quaranty. No provisions in the statute. 

I^earingS. The Board of Agriculture is authorized to make reason- 
able rules regarding hearings. 

SPECIAL FOOD STATUTES 

There are special provisions as to candy, condensed milk, dairy 
products, flavoring extracts, flour, lard, salt, maple sugar, maple syrup 
and vinegar. The following should be especially noted: 
Maple Syrup^Sugar. — The label must state the name and address of the 
packer and place where produced.

GENERAL FOOD STATUTES

following are prohibited: formaldehyde, borax, boracic acid, benzoic

of foods shall be that proclaimed by the U. S. Department of Agriculture. 
It is further provided that the "regulations and definitions adopted for 
the enforcement of the National Food and Drugs Act of June 30, 1906, 
shall be adopted for the enforcement of this article, together with such 
other rules and regulations as the state commissioner of health shall 
make from time to time, not in conflict herewith." 

Weight or measure branding. There is no general statute 

requiring the weight or measure to be stated. If stated, however, it 
should be correct. 

A special law requires packages of mill products to be labeled with 
the net weight in certain size type. 

Guaranty.— Guarantor must reside in the United States. Guaranty 
must contain an itemized statement of articles purchased. The only 
general guaranty provided for is the national serial guaranty which has 
now been abolished. 

Hearings.— Notice and an opportunity to be heard shall be giv6ti 
party accused of violating the statute. 

SPECIAL FOOD STATUTES 

There are special provisions as to bread, candy, dairy products, 
flavoring extracts, lard, honey, spices and condiments, wheat flour and 
vinegar. The following should be especially noted: 

Wheat Flour. — Containing any products of corn, rice, or other foreign 
substance must be labeled "Flour Compound" in certain size type, the 
name of the maker and the name and location of the mill.

The food law is enforced by the Dairy and Food Commis- 
sioner.

Colors. — General provisions of national statute. 

Misbranding.— Provisions follow the national statute with few ex- 
ceptions. The proportion of alcohol, formaldehyde, saccharine, salicylic 
acid, boric acid, in addition to those named in the national law and also 
any other poisonous acid or substance, must be stated on label. 

Geographical Name. — No geographical name shall be used which 
misleads as to the actual place of manufacture or production. Such 
name may be used where it has come to represent a generic term and 
is used to indicate a style, type or brand, provided the state, territory 
or country where the article was manufactured or produced shall be 
stated upon the label. 

Rules and regulations — standards. — The Dairy and Food 

Commissioner shall make uniform rules and regulations for the enforce- 
ment of the act. 

He shall adopt and establish standards of quality, purity and 
strength of articles of food for which no standards are prescribed by 
law, but in no case higher than those provided by the United States 
Department of Agriculture. Any person selling food below such 
standard shall be guilty of violating the act and punished accordingly. 

Weight or measure branding. Food in package form must 

be labeled with the weight, measure or numerical count of contents. 
Reasonable variations shall be permitted. "Tolerance" shall be estab- 
lished by the Dairy and Food Commissioner. 

Guaranty. — Guarantor must reside in Oregon. 

Hearings. — Notice shall be given to the owner or person from 
I whom the sample was taken and a hearing granted. 

SPECIAL FOOD STATUTES.

— Shall contain no other sweetening matter 
than pure sugar. 

8yrup. — Maple syrup containing any other ingredient than pure maple 
sugar syrup or maple sap syrup shall bear a label stating the ingredients, 
in type of equal size with any on the label. 
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PENNSYLVANIA 

The food law is enforced by the State Dairy and Food Com- 
missioner. Address : Harrisburg. 

GENERAL FOOD STATUTES 

Adulterations—Provisions are similar to the national statute except 
as herein noted. 

Preservatives'^ Colors. — Food is also deemed adulterated if it be "pol- 
ished" or "bleached" whereby damage or inferiority is concealed or if 
it contains any added sulphurous acid, sulphur dioxide, or sulphites, 
benzoate acid or benzoates, boric acid or borates, salicylic acid or sali- 
cylates, formaldehyde, hydrofluoric acid or fluorides, fluoborates, fluosil- 
icates or other fluorine compounds, dulcin, glucin, saccharine, alum, com- 
pounds of copper, betanapthol, hydronapthol, abrastol, asaprol, oxides 
of nitrogen, nitrous acid or nitrates, or pyroligneous acid. 

In the preparation of dried fruits and molasses, sulphur dioxide, 
either free or in simple combination, may be used in such quantities as 
will not render the product deleterious to health and sodium benzoate 
may be used in "the preparation of those articles of food in which it 
has heretofore been generally used," in quanities not exceeding 1-10 
per cent, or benzoic acid equivalent thereto. In such cases, however, 
the use of sodium benzoates or sulphur dioxide must be noted on the 
package. 

Common salt, sugar, pure corn syrup, pure glucose, wine vinegar, 
cider vinegar, malt vinegar, sugar vinegar, glucose vinegar, distilled 
vinegar, spices or their essential oils, alcohol, edible oils, edible fats, 
wood smoke applied directly as generated, or proper refrigeration are 
expressly permitted. 

The statute contains special provisions as to confectionery. 

Misbranding^* Provisions substantially similar to the national stat- 
ute except as herein noted. 

Miicture or Compound. — If known as an article of food, is deemed mis- 
branded, unless the label contains a statement that it is a mixture or 
compound and a statement of the substance entering into it. Provided, 
that as to proprietary foods the disclosure of trade formulas is not re- 
quired except in so far as may be necessary under the provisions of the 
act, to avoid adulteration, imitation or misbranding. 

Principal Label. — ^All information required by the statute shall be on 
the main label, in type not smaller than 8 point, brevier caps, except 
in the case of small packages. 

Rules and regulations — ^standards. — The Dairy and Food 

Commissioner is authorized to make rules and regulations for the en- 
forcement of the statute. 

There is no provision expressly authorizing the adoption of 
standards. 
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Weight or measure branding. — ah commodities in package 

form, including food must be labeled to show the weight, measure or 
numerical count of the contents. Reasonable variations shall be per- 
mitted. Tolerances and also exemptions as to small packages shall be 
established by the Chief of the Pennsylvania Bureau of Standards. The 
statute does not apply to the marking of the quantity of contents on 
packages handled, sold or offered for sale by wholesalers, jobbers or 
commission merchants, nor to drugs, medicines, chemicals, or pharma- 
ceutical or proprietary preparations used as medicine, nor to toilet 
preparations. 

A special statute regulates weight branding on containers of fruits 
and vegetables in certain cases. 

Guaranty* Where the retailer can establish a guaranty signed by 

a party residing in the United States he is protected except where he 
continues to sell the article after written or printed notice from the 
Dairy and Food Commissioner or where he has violated the provision 
of the statute relating to diseased and filthy animal or vegetable matter. 

Hearing8«-~-No provision in the statutes. 

SPECIAL FOOD STATUTES 

There are special provisions as to condensed milk, dairy products, 
eggs, non-alcoholic drinks, confectionery, lard, vinegar, chicory, cold 
storage and fruit syrups. The following should be especially noted: 

Chicory in coffee. — The statute provides that the sale of chicory mixed 
with coffee is lawful provided the amount of chicory does not 
exceed 15 per cent, and the package is labeled "Coffee and Chicor/' 
in letters not less than one-half inch high.

Preservatives — Colors. — The following are prohibited: {orpialdehyde, 
boric acid or borates, benzoic acid or benzoate, sulphurous acids or sul- 
phites, salicylic acid or salicylates, abrastol, betanapthol, fluorine com- 
pounds, dulcin, glucin, cocaine, sulphuric acid or other mineral acid ex- 
cept phosphoric acid, any preparation of Ifead or copper or other ingre- 
dient injurious to health. It is permissible to sell catsups, sauces, 
concentrated fruits, fruit juices, and like. substances preserved with 1/10% 
of benzoate of soda, or the equivalent benzoic acid, when a statement 
of such fact plainly appears upon the label. Oxides of sulphur may 
be used for bleaching, clarifying and refining food products. 

Misbranding. — Provisions substantially similar to national law. 
Phenacetin as well as other drugs mentioned in the national statute must 
be declared on label. 

Rules and regulations — ^standards. — The Dairy and Food 

Commissioner is authorized to formulate, publish and enforce rules and 
regulations for the enforcement of the act and he shall adopt the stand- 
ards and the methods of analysis authorized as official by the U. S. 
Department of Agriculture in so far as they are applicable in the light 
x>i modern discovery and scientific research. * 

Weight or measure branding. There is no general law re- 
quiring the weight or measure to be stated. If stated, however, it should 
be correct. 

A special law requires the marking of the net weight on packages 
of mill products such as flour, corn, meal, cereals, etc. 

Guaranty. Guarantor must reside in the United States. 

Hearings. No provision in the statutes. 

SPECIAL FOOD STATUTES 

There are special provisions as to baking powder and milk. The 
following should be especially noted: 

Baking Powder. — Label must show the name and residence of the manu- 
facturer or dealer and the ingredients of the baking powder. Baking 
powder containing less than 10 per cent, of available carbon dioxide is 
deemed adulterated. 
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UTAH 

The food law is enforced by the Dairy and Food Commisr 
sioner. Address : Salt Lake City. 

GENERAL FOOD STATUTES 

Adulteration. — Provisions follow the national statute except in 
certain particulars. 

Preservatives. — Food also deemed adulterated if it contain any added 
antiseptic or preservative substance, except common salt, saltpeter, cane 
or beet sugar, vinegar, spices or wood smoke; provided, that external 
preservatives may be used as under the national law. Benzoate of soda 
is permitted in those foods in which generally heretofore it has been 
used; provided, that the container is plainly labeled to show the pres- 
ence and amount of benzoate of soda. Food also deemed adulterated 
if it contains saccharin or other artificial sweetening agent. 

Colors. — The use in food, for any purpose, of any mineral dye or any 
coal tar dye (except the certified coal tar dyes permitted under the 
national regulations) shall be grounds for prosecution. 

Misbrandings* — Provisions similar to national statute. 

Rules and regulations — standards. — T h e State Dairy and 

Food Bureau is authorized to make rules and regulations. 

"Such rules and regulations shall conform as near as may be to 
the rules and regulations that have been or shall be promulgated by 
the Agricultural Department of the United States under and by the 
authority of a law known as the Pure Food and Drug Act of June 30, 
1906, as well as an Act of Congress approved June 30, 1906, governing 
meat inspection." 

The standards of quality, purity and strength that have been or 
shall be adopted by the United States Department of Agriculture are 
hereby declared to be the standards of purity, quality and strength in 
the State of Utah, except where otherwise specified. 

Weight or measure branding. Food in package form must 

be labeled with the net weight, measure or numerical count of contents. 
Reasonable variations and tolerances and also exemptions as to small 
packages shall be established by the Dairy and Food Bureau. This does 
not apply to commodities in package form which are regulated by other 
provisions of the statute. The word "package" is defined. 

Guaranty.— Guarantor must reside in the United States. 

Hearings.— No provision in the statute. 
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SPECIAL FOOD STATUTES 

There are special provi&ioas as to bread, baking powder, evaporated 
milk, dairy products, flavoring' extracts, fruits, fruit jelly or fruit butter 
and vinegar. The provisions in regard to flavoring extracts and also the 
following should be especially noted: 

Baking Powder^^Standards for baking powder are established. All 
ingredients must be stated on the label, and if the powder contains 
any of the salts of aluminum it must be labeled ''Alum" or ''Soda alum," 
as the case may be. 

Fruits. — Special provisions regulate the sale and labeling of packages of 
apples, pears^ peaches and apricots. 

Fruit Jelly, Jam or Fruit Butter containing any glucose, dextrin or starch 
must be labeled "Imitation." If containing no other foreign ingredient 
than glucose, the label may read "Glucose (or corn syrup) Jelly," 
"Glucose Fruit," etc 
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VERMONT 

The food law is enforced by the State Board of Health. Ad- 
dress : Burlington. 

GENERAL FOOD STATUTES 

Adulteration*— Provisions follow the national statute. 

Preservatives — Colors. — General provisions of national statute. It is 
also provided that nothing in the act shall prevent the State Board of 
Health from is-suing to a manufacturer a permit to use such preservatives 
or coloring matters as said board may determine are not detrimental to 
health. 

Misbranding^*— Provisions follow the national statute. 

Rules and regulations — ^standards* — The State Board of 

Health is authorized to make rules and regulations for the enforcement 
of the Act. It is provided that a violation of such rules and regulations 
is punishable by a fine of not more than $500. 

There is no provision expressly authorizing the adoption of 
standards. 

Weight or measure branding*^There is no general law re- 
quiring a statement of the weight or measure on the label. If stated, 
however, it should be correct. 

Guaranty* No provision in the statutes. 

HearingS*~~No provision in the statutes. 

SPECIAL FOOD STATUTES 

There are special provisions as to apples, bread, cake, cider, candy, 
dairy products, lard, maple syrup and hops. 
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VIRGINIA 

The food law is enforced by the State Dairy and Food Com- 
missioner. Address: Richmond. 

GENERAL FOOD STATUTES 

Adulter&tion*-— Similar to national statute. In addition food is 
deemed adulterated if "polished" whereby damage or inferiority is con- 
cealed or if the container be of such composition as will be acted upon 
by the contents producing an injurious, deleterious or poisonous coni- 
pound. 

Preservatives — Colors. — General provisions of the national statute. 

Misbranding. Similar to national statute except that clause as to 

mixtures and compounds is somewhat different. . 

Rules and regulations— stahdards.-^^The State Dairy and 

Food Commissioner is authorized to make rules and regulations for the 
enforcement of the act. 

He is also authorized to fix standards provided that when standards 
have been or may be fixed by the U. S. Secretary of Agriculture they 
shall be adopted as the standards for Virginia. 

Weight or measure branding.— There is; ho general law re- 
quiring the weight or measure to be stated. If stated, however, it should 
be correct. 

Special laws require barrels of flour, cornmeal, bread, fish, pork, 
beef, etc., and also barrels, boxes or bags of salt packed in Virginia 
to be marked with the weight and tare. 

Guaranty* Guarantor must reside in Virginia. If article is in a 

broken or open package dealer must prove that article has not been 
changed in quality. No protection after the first offense in connection 
with a product from a particular wholesale dealer pr manufacturer. 

Hearings* Notice and an opportunity to be heard shall be given to 

manufacturer, guarantor or party from whom sample was obtained. 

SPECIAL FOOD STATUTES 

There are special provisions as to flour, lard, salt, bread, meal, dairy 
products, vinegar, candy, condensed milk, and cider. 
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WASHINGTON 

The food law is enforced by the Department of Agriculture. 
Address : Olympia. 

GENERAL FOOD STATUTES 

Adulteration.-— Provisions similar to the national statute. 
Preservatives — Colors. — General provisions of the national statute. 

AAisbrandillg.^^Provisions similar to the national statute. 

Rules and regulations — standards. — The statute contains no 

express provision on these subjects except in cases of particular products. 

Weight or measure branding. There is no general statute 

requiring the weight or measure to be stated. If stated, however, it should 
be correct. 

Special statutes require certain commodities such as butter, potatoes, 
small fruits, vinegar, etc., when not sold in standard size containers to 
be labeled with the net weight or measure. 

Guaranty.- — Guarantor must reside in the State Of Washington arid 
guaranty must be in a form approved by the Commissioner of Agricul- 
ture. 

Hearings. The only provision on this subject relatefs to a notice and 

hearing to be given to party in whose possession goods are found before 
condemnation proceedings are instituted. 

SPECIAL FOOD STATUTES 

There are special provisions as to bread, cake, dairy products, eggs 
and fruit. 
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WEST VIRGINIA 

The food law is enforced by the State Department of 
Health. Address: Wheeling. 

GENERAL FOOD STATUTES 

Adulteration*— ^^rovisions relating to adulteration and misbrand- 
ing are all contained under the heading adulteration. These provisions 
are substantially similar to the national statute. The clause as to ex- 
ternal preservatives is omitted. Food is also deemed adulterated if it 
is "polished" whereby damage or inferiority is concealed or if it is 
sold under a coined name and does not contain some ingredient sug- 
gested by such name except in an inconsiderable quantity. 

Preservatives— Colors. — General provisions of the national statute except 
as above noted. 

Misbranding*— -(See "Adulteration.") The clause as to the brand- 
ing of the proportion of certain drugs on the label is omitted. The clause 
as to mixtures and compounds differs from the « national. 

Rules and rejB^lations — ^standards* — The Public Health 

Council is authorized to make certain rules and regulations. 
There is no provision as to the adoption of standards. 

Weight or measure branding* — All commodities in package 

form, including food, must be marked with the weight, measure or 
numerical count of the contents. Reasonable variations or tolerances 
and also exemptions as to small packages shall be established by rules 
and regulations made by the Commissioner of Weights and Measures. 
This provision does not apply to butter, oleomargarine and other com- 
modities specifically regulated by other provisions of the statute. The 
word "package" is defined. 

Guaranty* — No provision in the statutes. 

Hearings* — No provision in the statutes. 

SPECIAL FOOD STATUTES 

There are special provisions as to dairy products. 
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WISCONSIN 

The food law is enforced by the Dairy and Food Commis- 
sioner. Address : Madison. 

GENERAL FOOD STATUTES 

Adult^rationw-^sThe statutes contain provisions substantially similar 
to the provisions of the national statute and in addition provisions which 
somewhat differ. Food is also deemed adulterated if "polished" where- 
by damage or inferiority is concealed. The clause as to external pre- 
servatives relates only to benzoic acid or benzoates. 

Preservatives — Colors. — It is forbidden to use, in canned foods, any arti- 
iicial coloring or any bleaching compound or any article, the sale of 
which is prohibited by the statutes. 

It is forbidden to sell any article of food "which contains formal- 
dehyde, sulphurous acid or sulphites, boric acid or borates, salicylic acid 
or salicylates, saccharine, dulcin, glucin, beta naphthol, abrastol, asaprol, 
fluorides, fluorborates, fluosilicates or other fluorine compounds or any 
other preservatives injurious to health." 

"Common salt, saltpetre, wood smoke, sugar, vinegar and condi- 
mental preservatives, such as tumeric, mustard, pepper and other 
spices," are expressly permitted. 

"Nor shall any person, firm or corporation manu- 
facturer, sell, any article of food containing 

any added substance, article or ingredient possessing a preservative 
character or action other than the articles named in the proviso of 
this act (common salt, etc.)» unless the presence, name and propor- 
tionate amount of said added substance, article or ingredient shall be 
plainly disclosed to the purchaser." 

The use of benzoic acid or benzoates, except as an external pre- 
servative as above indicated, is prohibited. 

MisbrandinSf^-^Frovisions substantially similar to the national stat- 
ute except as herein noted. The clause as to mixtures and compounds 
differs from that clause as found in the national statute. 

Packer or Dealer. — Labels on food in package form must state the 
name and address of the manufacturer, packer or dealer and in the case 
of canned food the true name of contents and the name and address 
of producer, packer or dealer. 

Rules and regulations — standards. — No provision as to 

rules and regulations except in the case of weight or measure branding 
and also as to particular products. 

There is no provision expressly authorizing the adoption of stand- 
ards, but standards are set forth in the statutes for a great number of 
articles. (See "Special Food Statutes" below.) 
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Weight or measure branding. — Food in package form must 
be labeled to show the weight, measure or numerical count of the con- 
tents. Reasonable variations shall be permitted. Tolerances shall be 
established by the Dairy and Food Commissioner. Exemptions (1) 
Food dispensed for consumption on the premises. (2) When numerical 
count is less than six. (3) \Wh^ftr net^.weight is less than three ounces 
avoirdupois, or (4) in case of liquids, less than one fluid ounce. (5) Fruits 
and vegetables sold in standard containers. The word "package" is 
defined. 

Guaranty* No provision in the statutes. 

Hearings* No provision in the statutes. 

SPECIAL FOOD STAIUTES 

There are special provisions as to baking powder, buckwheat com- 
pounds, fruit preparations, syrupy flour and dairy products. Standards 
are set forth in the statutes for many products, including, among others, 
lard, dairy products, flour, meal, rice, fruit preparations, vegetable prep- 
arations, sugar, molasses, syrup, glucose, candy, honey, spices, flavoring 
extracts, olive oil, salad and other oils, tea, coffee, cocoa, chocolate, 
vinegar, condensed milk, and salt. 

The provisions as to syrup mixtures and fruit preparations should 
be carefully noted by those selling in this state. The following, also, 
should be especially noted: 

Baking Powden— The side of the container must contain a white or 
light colored label on which shall be printed in English, with black ink, 
in type not smaller than 8 point bold faced, Gothic capitals, the name 
and address of the manufacturer and the words, "This baking powder is 
composed of the following ingredients and none other," and imme- 
diately thereafter the common name of each ingredient. Alum in any 
form shall be designated by the term "alum." 

Buckwheiat Compounds. — Buckwheat compounds must be labeled in let- 
ters not less than one-half inch in length, with the name of the maker 
and factory, and the location of such factory, and the words, "Buckwheat 
Flour Compound," together with the words, "This buckwheat flour 
compound contains the following ingredients and none other," and 
immediately after the latter words shall appear in the ;s>ame s.iz^e, let- 
ters the true names of each and every ingredient of "such mixture or 
compound. Provided, that this act shall not be construed as prohib- 
iting the manufacture and sale of self-rising buckwheat flour when 
labeled or branded as such and when the same consists only of pure 
buckwheat flour, salt, sodium bi-carbonate and calcium acid phosphate^ 
cream of tartar or tartaric acid. 

Flour. — The sale of artificially bleached flour is prohibited. (See "Buck- 
wheat Compounds.") 
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WYOMING 

The food law is enforced by the Dairy, Food and Oil Com- 
missioner. Address: Cheyenne. 

GENERAL FOOD STATUTES 

Adulteration*— Provisions substantially follow the national statute. 
Food also deemed adulterated if coated with talc, clay; paraffin, var- 
nish, shellac or other injurious substances. 

Preservatives — Colors. — General provisions of national statute except 
as noted above. 

Misbranding^*— -Provisions follow the national statute. 

Rules and regulations — standards* — The State Dairy, Food 

and Oil Commissioner shall accept such of the rules and regulations 
of the U. S. Department of Agriculture as he may deem necessary 
and adopt the standards of purity for foods as laid down by that 
department and shall make, promulgate and enforce such other rules 
and regulations as may seem necessary. 

Weight or measure branding* Food in package form must 

be labeled with weight, measure or numerical count of contents. 
Reasonable variations shall be permitted. Exemptions as to small 
packages may be established by the Dairy, Food and Oil Commissioner. 

Place of branding. — Net weight should be marked on top of the box 
or package or on the principal label. 

Guaranty*^— No dealer shall be prosecuted for selling any article 
of food, drug, gasoline or illuminating oil in the original unbroken pack- 
age in which it was received, provided he can establish a guaranty 
signed by a party residing in the United States. 

Hearings* Notice with copy of findings shall be given to party 

from whom sample was obtained or whose name appears upon the label 
and a hearing given. 

SPECIAL FOOD STATUTES 

There are special provisions as to dairy products.
